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Final Defeat of the Free 


Silver Substitute. 


INTEUESTING EVENING SESSION 


Thh-ty-Seveii Members of tlie House 


Unaccounted For Wlicii tlie 


Vote Was Taken. 


WAsmtJOTON, February 14.—The ma- 


jority against silver in the house today, 
when the iinal vote was taken on con- 
currence in the senate free coinage 
amendment,'was larger than that of yes- 
terday in committee of the whole. Yes- 
terday the motion to concur waa defeat- 
ed -by 190 to 80, a majority of 110; to- 
day it was beaten by 215 to 90, a major- 
ity of 125. The vote today was a record- 
making vote, and, counting the pairs, 
but 37 out of 350 members were unac- 
counted for. Perhaps a few absentees 
dodged, but most of them were unavoid- 
ably absent and were unable to secure 
pairs. The silver men, who yesterday 
predicted a much greater showing of 
strength today, were again disappointed. 
The "Bound money" leaders had been 
disposed to concede the silver forces 100 
votea. An analysis of the vote today 
allows that 184 Kepublicans and 31 
.Democrats voted against concurrence, 
and 58 Democrats, 25 Republicans and 
7 Populists for concurrence. 


The debate which preceded the vote 


was of an interesting character, devoid 
of any sensational features. 


The galleries, as usual on a Held day 


in the lowur branch of congroca, were 
crowded to the doors, and quite a num- 
ber of senators ent through the live-hour 
debate. Secretary Herbert was aleo 
present. Kx-Hneaker Crisp presented 
the closing argument for the eilver men 
and was replied to by Mr. Turner, a 
Democratic colleague from Georgia, in a 
two-hour speech. The personal rivalry 
between the two leaders of the opposing 
factions of the Democratic side of the 
house added to the interest of the oc- 
casion. Dulnell of Pennsylvania closed 
in behalf of the Republicans. Tlie part- 
isans of the respectivechampiona missed 
no opportunity to acclaim their approval 
when telling points were made, and .at 
the- close the honors seemed even. 


".Mr, Speaker," 
eaid 
Mr. Crisp, 


"a few day a ago our condition was 
pliable. 
The greatest nation in in- 


telligence and trade, we had juat ap- 
plauded to the echo of the President's 
message warning European powers that 
Uiev would not be permitted to secure 
lodgment on the American continent. 
The reverberations of thotappeal hardly 
ceased before the adminlstiiUon, with 
shaking knees, waa hysterically calling 
on congress for help. It was feared that 
Great Britain would take our gold. We 
were absolutely helpless in the face of 
the enemy. Yet, you now want that 
condition perpetuated." 


Criticifling the bond bill, he declared 


that itfl purpose wus to impound the 
greenbacks and to do indirectly what 
the majority dare not do directly. It 
waa a plan to retire all the greenbacks 
by holding them in the treasury at the 
cost' of 
ontfltftiiding interest-bearing 


bonds, a plan which Mr. Carlisle had 
characterized as the 'most remarkable 
experiment suggested in modern times.' 


Corning down to the practical ques-

Mr, Dalr-elle, Republican of Pennsyl- 


vania, also a member uf tbe ways and 
means committee, brought tlio houee 
back to tho question whether it should 
subject its duty and judgment to tlie 
senate, whether the house should aban- 
don Its bill and accept that of the sen- 
ate. 
Ifaizelle analyzed 
the conten- 


tions of the silver men. It was ajjreed 
that the commercial relations between 
gold and silver ie 32 to 1. Silver men 
contended that the omening of the mints 
to silver would make" that metal appre- 
ciate in value until the commercial value 
would be brought to the legal value. 
But thie was mere assertion and dog- 
matism. Mr. Dalzelle said there was' 
conclusive proof in the paat experience 
of Europe that silver would not appre- 
ciate ae a result of opening the mints to 
eilver coinage. He devoted some time 
to replying to the argument of the sil- 
ver men that the fall of prices'eince 1373 
had been coincident with the fall of sil- 
ver, which latter fall was due to the de- 
monetization in 1873. 


The fall of prices was due to inven- 


tion, competition, the reduction in the 
cost of transportation, etc. Methods 
had been revolutionized since 1873. 
What the country wanted waa not free 
silver, but more revenue through the 
custom houses, more blazing furnaces, 
more factories and millfl, more and 
cheap?: transportation, wider fields for 
labor and an enlarged home market, 
more consumption to stimulate produc- 
tion, inereaeed_ wages to decrease the 
hours of labor; "these are tlie things 
we want and will have." 


At tho conclusion of Mr. Dakull's re- 


marks, Mr. Diiigley demanded the pre- 
vious question, which was 
ordered, 


whereupon the vote was taken upon Mr. 
Crisp's motion to concur in the' senate 
frce'coinage amendment to the house, 
bill. Tho members who had retired 
from the hall or who were lounging in. 
tlie cloak room, resumed their seats and 
followed the roll call with jjreatinterest. 


Tho vote resulted 90 to 215. The an- 


nouncement of the 12y majority against 
free silver was cheered by the anti-sil- 
ver forces.

Mr. Turner, in opening, said he did

•world, England, Oermany, Russia, Aus- 
tria and France. They hail all closed 
their mints to silver.

Other mem- 
bers of the house were aroused by the 
shooting, but by the time they reached 
the Inwr part of the house it was all 
over and they stumbled over the two 
bodies on the floor. 
It is supposed that the other two 


burglars made their escape while the 
shooting was in progress. 
It is believed this morning's robbery 


was committed by the eaino persona 
who attempted to rob the same prem- 
ises a year ago. The robbers showed 
great familiarity with the premises, and 
cut the electric wires before beginning 
operations, thus leaving tho house in 
total darkness when Miller lirat heard 
tlie noise.

CLEVELAND'S OBJECT LESSON. 


This is a very pood time in which to 


revive the memory of President Clevc- 
land'B remarkable propbccy ami to re- 
mark that tbo object-lMson he gave the 
country is about as much In evidence 
today as it ever has been. Mr. Cleve- 
land was inaugurated on March 4, 1S93. 
It was exactly one week later that, m 
tbe courBa of a conversation witb Mr. 
Frank Alter of Cincinnati, he need tlie 
lollowinc extraordinary language; lan- 
guage wliich was published in the news- 
paper! at tho time, and ot which, when 
hie attention was called to the publica- 
tion, the President remarked: "That i= 
what 1 said." Here is what be said to 
Mr. Alter: 


"This country is going to have the 


hardest times during the nest EIX 
months it has experienced m many 
years. Times will be exceedingly hard. 
Money will be close and it will be with- 
drawn from banks and hoarded up in 
such a way as to create great distrws. I 
expect to see many banks fail. There 
will be many factories and shops closed, 
and there will be thousands of men who 
will go into bankruptcy. I shall be sorry 
to see individuals sutler, but I don t in- 
tend to raise my hand to prevent it. 
What this country needs and must have 
it an object-lesson. We must have hard 
times and business failures and bank- 
ruptcy and a certain amount of distress 
before congress will realize its duty and 
perform it. I propose to give the coun- 
try an object-lesson." 


It is due to Mr. Cleveland to say that 


hi« "object lesson" was felt. It is, in- 
deed, nothing more or less than justice 
to admit that it still is being felt. The 
six months of hardest times that he 
mentioned came in due eeason; t.iprt? 
were bankruptcies and broken banks, 
and factories and shops closed, and in- 
dividuals suffered, but that was not all: 
When the Bis months were past the 
hardest times still continued, and want 
and privation kept their victims ou the 
rick. The time passed, but tbe "object 
lesson" yet was before the people; il 
itill is before them.
